The  trustees  of  trust  funds,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
interest  rate  paid  on  deposits  in  the  local  banks  has  decreased, 
feeling  that  they  have  a  very  responsible  duty  to  perform  in 
connection  with  the  Cemetery  Funds,  and  feeling  that  the  return 
from  the  Savings  Departments  of  the  National  Banks  will  not 
provide  a  sufficient  return  to  properly  care  for  the  perpetual  funds 
set  up  in  connection  with  the  graves  in  the  various  cemeteries 
of  the  town,  have  invested  the  Cemetery  Funds  formerly  in  the 
Peoples  National  Bank  and  the  Claremont  National  Bank  in 
United  States  War  Bonds,  Series  G.  These  bonds  pay  2%7o  per 
annum  and  are  bought  at  par.  They  are  a  twelve  year  bond  and 
pay  interest  semi-annually.  The  Cemetery  Funds  in  the  Clare- 
mont Savings  Bank  will  be  converted  into  this  type  of  investment 
on  their  next  interest  date,  which  is  April  1st.,  1943. 

We,  as  bankers,  are  taking  this  step  with  the  full  knowledge 
that  it  will  decrease  the  deposits  in  our  banks,  but  we  feel  as 
Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  of  Claremont,  that 
our  duty  as  Trustees  comes  ahead  of  our  duty  as  bankers. 

We  hope  that  this  move  meets  the  approval  of  all  interested 
parties,  as  we  feel  it  is  in  accord  with  the  soundest  investment 
principles.

REPORT   OF  THE   TRUSTEES   OF  THE   FISKE 
FREE   LIBRARY 

The  circulation  this  year  has  been  smaller  than  usual.  More 
and  more  of  our  readers  have  gone  into  the  armed  forces  and 
the  remaining  civilians  are  too  busy  with  the  many  activities 
relating  to  defense  preparation  that  they  have  less  leisure  time 
in  which  to  read.  The  fact  that  there  is  little  unemployment 
is  also  a  large  factor.  The  gas  shortage  has  made  it  harder 
for  those  living  outside  the  town  to  use  the  library  as  much 
as  formerly. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was  60,787. 

1,063  books  were  added  of  which  163  were  given. 

574  new  borrowers  were  registered. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  new  books  as  well  as 
the  repairing  of  old  ones  so  that  less  can  be  bought  or  repaired 
for  the  same  amount  of  money. 

It  is  encouraging  to  notice  an  increased  call  for  technical 
books  and  all  kinds  of  non-fiction,  especially  books  on  the  war, 
and  on  social,  economic  and  post-war  problems.  The  chief 
function  of  the  library  in  war  time  is  providing  such  material  as 
well  as  a  good  amount  of  recreational  reading.  This  we  are 
trying  to  do  as  well  as  we  can. 

As  usual  we  have  made  use  of  the  valuable  service  of  the 
State  Library.  The  Bookmobile  has  made  its  regular  trips  to 
West  Claremont  and   Claremont  Junction. 

We  have  loaned  sets  of  books  to  the  Public  Schools,  the 
Parochial  School,  Frances  Tolles  Home,  Rural  Women's  Reading 
Club,  the  Newbury  Library  and  the  Bookmobile.  Several  boxes 
of  discarded  books  have  been  given  to  the  County  Home. 

During  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  which  lasted  from 
January  to  March  between  six  and  seven  hundred  books  were 
collected,  most  of  which  were  sent  to  Concord.  From  there  they 
were  distributed  to  the  men  in  service  and  to  the  Merchant  Marine. 
Another  drive  is  just  beginning  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  people 
will  respond  generously  to  this  appeal. 

Bulletin  board  display,  newspaper  publicity  and  table  exhibits 
have  been  used  to  bring  books  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 
War  posters   and  pamphlets   have   also   been   displayed. 

Children's  Book  Week  was  observed  from  November  15  -  21st. 
This  year  we  asked  the  children  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
and  Junior  High  School  to  illustrate  their  favorite  story.  A 
number  of  interesting  projects  which  included  posters  and  models 
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were  on  display.  Attractive  new  books  were  also  displayed, 
many  of  them  books  relating  to  the  Allied  Nations.  Defense 
Stamps  were  awarded  for  the  three  best  projects.  Several  of  the 
teachers  brought  their  classes  to  the  Library  during  the  week. 

Members  of  the  staff  attended  the  N.  H.  L.  A.  meeting  in 
Concord  in  June. 

In  November  District  No.  6  held  a  meeting  here  at  the 
Library. 

Some  additional  expense  will  be  necessary  this  year.  The 
heating  system  must  be  converted  from  oil  to  coal  because 
of  the  present  emergency.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  reshingle 
the  ell  of  the  building.  The  trustees  also  believe  it  advisable  to 
insulate  overhead  in  order  to  conserve  heat. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  Claremont  Daily  Eagle  for 
printing  our  lists  and  other  notes.

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HEALTH   OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  this  year  has  received  the  cooperation 
of  the  community  in  its  town-wide  health  measures. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Interior  cooperated  with 
our  Board  of  Health  and  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  under 
the  direction  of  agent  George  Dwyer  in  a  rat  control  and  elimin- 
ation campaign  lasting  one  week  in  the  early  summer,  in  which 
all  those  active  felt  was  successful. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  food-handling  stores, 
restaurants,  ice  cream  parlors,  and  barber  shops,  fruit  stores  and 
drink  dispensing  establishments.  This  was  done  with  the  full 
cooperation  in  all  cases  as  to  compliances  with  state  and  federal 
laws  pertaining  to  the  same. 

Locally  slaughtered  meat  is  becoming  more  prevalent  in 
our  markets,  with  less  federally  inspected  meat  coming  into 
Claremont  all  the  time,  due  to  present  war  conditions.  To  differ- 
entiate between  good  and  undesirable  meat  hanging  in  a  market 
is  hard  or  impossible  in  most  cases  to  do  unless  putrefaction  has 
taken  place.  For  this  reason  the  Board  of  Health  is  soliciting 
and  recommending  that  killing  floor  inspection  of  all  meat  sold 
in  Claremont,  that  has  not  been  previously  inspected  by  proper 
authorities,  be  adopted  here. 

The  Board  of  Health  received  eighty-nine  complaints,  called 
nuisance  complaints,  which  required  some  action  on  our  part  to 
remedy.  The  greater  part  of  these  were  concerning  rubbish, 
unsanitary  conditions  existing,  etc. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  Chapter  123, 
Public  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  303  school  children  were  vacci- 
nated at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Health  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Schools 
Department. 

Diphtheria  immunization  for  the  prevention  of  this  disease 
has  been  continued  as  in  former  years  by  the  Health  Department. 
This  being  free,  single  dose  Toxoid  innoculation  given  to  212 
school  children. 

The  Board  of  Health  plans  this  next  summer  to  administer 
through  local  physicians,  the  double  injection  Diphtheria  Toxoid 
in  combination  with  whooping  cough  immunization  to  those  who 
desire  this  more  complete  form  of  immunization. 

The  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health 
this  past  year  are  as  follows:  Infantile  paralysis,  1;  scarlet 
fever,  22;  pneumonia,  4;  German  measles,  91;  measles,  3;  chicken 
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pox,  46;  whooping  cough,  84;  mumps,  4;   tuberculosis,   12;   Diph- 
theria, 1;  Erysipelas,  1;  venerial  diseases,  22. 

Fumigation  of  soine  of  these  homes  was  carried  out  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  this  being  done  by  the  use  of  formaldehyde 
candles  after  the  rooms  were  sealed  as  completely  as  possible. 

Water  and   Milk   Analysis 

The  public  water  supplies  and  several  private  water  supplies 
have  been  given  periodic  inspection  and  analysis  by  local  and 
state  Boards  of  Health.  The  results  as  a  whole  have  shown  the 
water  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

The  Department  of  Milk  Inspecton  has  carried  on  its  routine 
check-ups  of  dairy  barns  and  has  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  samples  of  each  dairy's  milk  supply.  The  findings  have 
been  satisfactory  The  Claremont  Board  of  Health  wishes  to 
state  that  at  present  our  staff  of  physicians  here  are  capable, 
are  of  high  type  professionally,  but  are  overworked  due  to  the 
present  demands  put  upon  them  by  the  war  conditions  and  by 
the  fact  that  we  have  lost  three  physicans,  being  called  into 
the  service  of  our  country.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  if 
we  were  subjected  to  any  disease  in  epidemic  form,  Claremont 
does  not  have  adequate  medical  service. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  thank  the  public,  the  physi- 
cians, the  school  nurse,  the  nurses  connected  with  public  health 
work  here,  the  Claremont  General  Hospital  staff,  and  others  who 
have  given  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  carrying  out 
public  health  work  here  in  the  past  year.

REPORT   OF   MILK   INSPECTOR 


As  I  predicted  last  year,  milk  deliveries  have  been  upset,  a 
great  many  changes  have  taken  place,  longer  time  between 
deliveries,  etc.,  and  I  wish  first  of  all  to  thank  the  public  and 
prodvTcers  for  their  cooperation  and  efforts.  I  have  not  had  a  real 
complaint  after  the  plan  was  put  into  action. 

It  looked  for  a  time  as  though  we  were  going  to  be  mighty 
short  of  milk  in  Claremont  when  the  gas  rationing  started,  but 
I  called  in  an  official  of  the  O.D.T.  and  held  a  public  meeting, 
and  there  received  the  promise  of  gas  enough  to  assure  milk 
deliveries,  for  which  we  are  thankful  to  the  O.  D.  T.  officials. 

A  number  of  small  dealers  have  stopped  selling  milk,  but 
the  larger  dealers  have  increased  their  supply,  so  that  there  is  no 
serious  shortage.  The  sale  of  heavy  cream  has  been  stopped  by 
the  Food  Administration  to  help  conserve  the  amount  of  fluid 
milk  offered  for  sale.  If  the  price  of  milk  cows  continues  to  rise 
and  farm  help  goes  into  the  shops  for  higher  wages,  we  may 
find  ourselves  with  a  shortage  of  milk  next  year. 

We  still  have  four  pasteurizing  plants  and  about  85  dealers 
and  producers.  More  visits  than  usual  have  been  made  to  the 
dairies,  due  to  changes  in  methods  of  handling  milk.  All  cattle 
in  the  town  of  Claremont  supplying  milk  to  us,  have  been  T.  B. 
and  Blood  Tested,  and  reactors  removed.  This  is  the  first  year 
I  can  report  both  tests  completed. 

Again  thanking  the  public  for  their  cooperation  and  assur- 
ing them  that  the  producers  and  I  shall  do  everything  within  our 
power  to  give  you  an  adequate  supply  of  good  clean  milk  from 
healthy  cows.     I  am

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  like  to  recommend  the  following: 

1.  A  separate  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  purchase 
a  new  cruising  car  to  replace  the  present  cruiser. 

2.  A  separate  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  purchase  a 
Two  Way  Radio  to  serve  both  Police  and  Fire  Department. 

3.  To  raise  the  salary  of  the  Police  Chief  from  fifty-five  to 
sixty-five  cents  an  hour,  and  that  the  officers'  salaries  be  raised 
from  fifty  to  sixty  cents  per  hour.  This  is  to  help  offset  the 
increase  in  cost  of  food  and  uniforms. 

4.  To  discontinue  for  the  duration  of  the  war  the  traffic 
lights  at  the  intersections  of  Pleasant  and  Myrtle  Sts.,  Pleasant 
and  Summer  Sts.,  and  Myrtle  and  Mulberry  Sts. 
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6.  That  a  cement  curbing  be  placed  in  Tremont  Square 
parking  area  to  replace  posts  and  chains  that  are  now  being 
used. 

6.  That  a  man  be  hired  who  can  take  shorthand  and  do 
typewriting  to  fill  the  next  vacancy  occurring  in  this  department 
and  be  given  the  title  of  Clerk. 

REMARKS 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  every  member 
of  the  Auxiliary  Police  for  the  splendid  cooperation  they  have 
given  me  this  past  year,  and  ask  that  they  continue  to  show  the 
same  fine  spirit  and  interest  that  they  have  given  in  the  past. 
It  has  been  my  effort  to  confine  the  number  of  meetings  to  a 
minimum,  realizing  that  the  majority  of  these  officers  have  little 
time  for  themselves  and  their  families  due  to  long  hours  in 
factories,  and  strength  expended  in  traveling  back  and  forth  to 
their  work  in  surrounding  towns. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  is  a  branch  of  our  Civilian  Defense 
setup,  but  it  differs  fi'om  other  branches  in  that  it  is  responsible 
only  to  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  functions  in  which  the  Auxili- 
ary Police  assist  include:  (1)  Enforcement  of  emergency 
restrictions  on  lighting  and  prohibitions  on  trespassing;  (2) 
Guarding  of  bridges  and  factories  to  prevent  sabotage;  (3  Traffic 
duty  to  facilitate  movement  of  essential  vehicles;  (4)  Preven- 
tion of  looting  of  partially  demolished  shops  and  homes;  (5) 
Assistance  to  air  raid  protection  services  before,  during,  and 
after  a  raid,  enforcement  of  black-out  and  anything  else  that  the 
Chief  of  Police  may  call  on  them  to  do. 

About  twenty  of  our  Auxiliary  Officers  have  left  us  to 
join  the  armed  forces  and  many  more  expect  to  leave  shortly. 

In  behalf  of  the  members  of  our  Police  Department  and 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our 
local  telephone  operators  who  not  only  have  given  kind  and 
patient  service  twenty-four  hours  each  day,  but  have  handled  our 
red-light  system  as  well. 

I  earnestly  urge  every  person  that  has  never  had  their  finger 
prints  taken  to  do  so  immediately.  This  department  has  taken 
several  thousand  prints  during  the  past  few  years,  including 
the  schools,  factories,  and  civilian  defense  workers.  All  persons 
working  in  any  war  industry  or  are  enrolled  in  any  branch  of 
the  civilian  defense  setup  are  required  to  have  their  prints  taken. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  general  public  for  the  help  and  cooper- 
ation that  has  been  given  to  this  department  and  to  myself 
during  the  past  ten  years  that  I  have  had  the  honor  of  heading 
this  department.

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CHIEF    ENGINEER'S    REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  by  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1942. 

There  were  5  bell  alarms,  and  343  still  alarms,  making  a  total 
of  348  alarms,  many  of  the  still  calls  represented  fires  which,  but 
for  the  prompt  notification  of  the  Department,  and  the  equally 
prompt  response,  would  have  developed  into  disastrous  fires,  re- 
quiring a  general  alarm. 

The  estimated  value  of  buildings  damaged  by  fire         $  93,200.00 
Insurance  on  said  buildings  97,900.00 

Damage  to  said  buildings  '  8,279.18 

Insurance  paid  7,982.54 

Value  of  contents  of  buildings  548,500.00 

Insurance  on  said  contents  543,700.00 

Damage  to  contents  20,150.00 

Insurance  paid  19,856.82 

$17,411.10  of  this  loss,  was  water  damage  caused  from  sprinklers. 

With  a  few  exceptions  the  inspection  of  buildings,  and  busi- 
ness places  has  been  carried  out,  as  in  the  past  with  very  good 
results. 

The  motor  fire  apparatus  is  in  very  good  condition. 

1500  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  was  purchased  during  the  past 
year.  1000  feet  of  this  hose  was  purchased  from  money  raised 
and  appropriated  to  equip  and  maintain  the  Auxiliary  Firemen. 

The  Department  has  on  hand,  8000  feet  of  2^/^  inch  hose,  and 
1700  feet  of  1%  inch  hose. 

No  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  during  the  past 
year,  with  a  few  exceptions  the  fire  alarm  system  is  in  good  con- 
dition. Some  repairs  are  needed,  but  it  has  been  impossible  to 
purchase  the  wire  to  make  these  repairs. 

Four  new  hydrants,  have  been  added  during  the  past  •  year. 
One  on  Broad  Street  opposite  Mrs.  Dr.  Morgans,  one  on  the 
comer  of  South  and  Baker  Streets,  one  on  Park  Avenue,  one  on 
the  corner  of  Ellery  Street  and  Wildwood  Avenue.

As  voted  at  last  Town  meeting  in  March,  two  full  time  men 
were  added  to  the  Department,  Mr.  Richard  DeCamp,  and  Mr. 
Carroll  Dodge.  Mr.  Dodge  resigned  from  the  Department  in 
October  and  due  to  the  present  conditions,  the  Department  has 
been  unable  to  replace  him. 

I  have  no  recommendations  to  make  this  year  for  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  apparatus  or  equipment. 

I  would  suggest  however  that  every  citizen  become  informed 
as  to  the  location  of  the  nearest  fire  alarm  box,  moments  are  pre- 
cious at  the  start  of  any  fire,  and  time  saved  by  the  Department 
in  reaching  the  scene  of  the  blaze  is  often  invaluable. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  call  to  the  public  attention,  that  we 
have  over  thirty-five  Auxiliary  Firemen,  that  have  completed 
their  training  under  the  supervision  of  Fire  Department  instruc- 
tors, and  in  an  emergency  would  prove  to  be  of  great  value  to  the 
Town.
